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INTRODUCTION. 


Dr.  John  Hatton,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  area 
comprised  by  the  Urban  Districts  of  Hoylake,  Neston  and  Wirral, 
is  stnl  on  active  service  in  H.M.  Navy,  but  it  is  anticipated  that 
he  will  shortly  be  liberated  and  able  to  return  to  his  normal  duties. 

The  limitations  and  restrictions  which  were  imposed  during  the 
War  years  on  the  contents  and  publication  of  Medical  Officers’ 
reports  have  now  been  removed  and  it  is  possible  to  resume  the 
wider  survey  w-hich  was  formerly  undertaken.  Consequently,  this 
Report  will  be  found  to  present  statistics  of  the  war  years  as  well 
as  of  the  current  year.  Subjects  are  now  mentioned  which  have 
fallen  into  arrear  and  matters  appertaining  to  future  programmes 
are  emphasised. 

All  three  districts  present  similar  characteristics  as  they  are 
situated  along  the  Estuary  of  the  Dee,  grouped  around  nuclei  con- 
stituted by  old  village  settlements.  The  inhabitants  find  employ- 
ment in  the  neighbouring  Merseyside  industrial  areas  from  which 
they  are  separated  by  a belt  of  agricultural  land.  Recent  develop- 
ments are  dependent  upon  improved  transport  facilities  provided 
by  ’buses  and  the  Mersey  Road  Tunnel  and  in  the  Hoylake  area 
by  the  electrification  of  the  railway. 

They  are  devoid  of  industries  except  those  of  the  lightest 
description,  such  as  laundering,  printing  works  and  woodworking. 

In  each  there  are  houses  which  fall  below  the  accepted 
standard  of  to-day,  largely  as  the  result  of  age,  but  in  none  is  there 
an  area  conforming  with  the  definition  of  a slum.  “ The  site  of 
a slum  is  generally  a pocket  off  a main  street,  or  a street  or  nests 
of  streets  where  through  traffic  has  been  made  impossible  by  the 
intervention  of  canals,  railway  embankments,  or  the  determination 
of  the  original  inhabitants  or  owners  to  regard  their  persons  or  their 
land  as  something  select  or  inviolable.”  “ Mean  streets  divorced 
from  nature,  but  unredeemed  by  art,”  ” bread  and  litter  in  the 
streets  ; window's  dirty,  broken  and  patched  with  brown  or  white 
paper  ; curtains  dirty  and  frayed  and  blinds  half  drawn  and  often 
hanging  at  an  angle.  The  street  doors  are  usually  open  showing 
bare  passages  and  stairways  lacking  banisters,  while  the  door  jambs 
are  generally  brown  with  dirt  and  rubbed  shiny  by  the  coats  of 
the  leisured  class,  whose  habit  is  to  lean  up  against  them.  The 
cats  are  seldom  lean,  for  oddly  enough  in  a slum  district  lean  cats 
are  more  often  a sign  of  vice  than  of  poverty.” 

The  population  of  the  combined  area  is  estimated  at  50,017 
persons  occupying  a space  of  20,056  acres,  a density  of  some  2£ 
persons  per  acre.  The  natural  increase  of  the  population,  that  is, 
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the  excess  of  births  over  deaths,  amounts  to  5 per  1,000,  but  from 
the  recorded  deaths  it  may  be  inferred  that  a large  number  of  the 
inhabitants  have  attained  ages  beyond  the  reproductive  period  of 
life.  Of  a total  of  647  deaths  in  1944,  411  were  those  of  persons 
aged  65  years  and  upwards,  equalling  a percentage  of  63.  This 
changing  age-composition  of  the  population  is  the  result  of  popula- 
tion trends  which  have  been  at  work  for  the  last  three-quarters  of 
a century  ; and  a study  of  these  trends  is  of  the  utmost  importance 
in  any  endeavour  to  calculate  the  future  prospects  of  the  area  in 
relation  to  population.  These  studies  are  pertinent  to  housing 
plans,  school  accommodation,  hospital  provision  — in  fact  to  the 
whole  future  social  organisation. 

Questions  addressed  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  by 
Health  Committee  members  on  population,  infantile  mortality  and 
kindred  subjects,  show  that  these  matters  have  passed  from  mere 
academic  discussion  to  the  practical  field  of  politics. 

“A  country’s  real  wealth  is  its  people.” 

Professor  Carr  Saunders  in  drawing  attention  to  the  seriousness 
of  the  situation  writes,  “ if  the  average  size  of  the  English  family 
remains  what  it  now  is,  the  population  will  soon  begin  to  decline, 
and  in  a century  from  now  it  will  be  about  half  its  present  size.  It 
will  go  on  declining  until  it  becomes  extinct.  No  increase  in  the 
marriage  rate,  no  lowering  of  the  age  of  marriage,  no  reduction  of 
the  death  rate  can  possibly  prevent  this.  The  only  things  that  can 
stop  it  are  a return  to  larger  families  than  we  have  to-day  or  great 
and  continued  immigration  from  abroad.  Either  or  both  of  these 
can  save  this  country  from  ultimate  depopulation  but  nothing  else 
can.  Exaggeration  is  unnecessary  when  the  truth  is  so  startling.” 

The  growth  of  population  is  dependent  Upon  the  number  of 
women  at  child-bearing  age,  viz.  15  - 50  years.  The  population  of 
any  generation  is  pre-determined  by  the  number  of  girl  infants 
born  in  the  previous  generation  who  survive  to  the  reproductive 
period.  The  population  can  continue  to  replace  itself  only  if  every 
ten  girl  infants  born  are  replaced  a generation  later  by  another  ten 
infant  girls.  Of  the  5,215,000  females  under  15  years  of  age  in 
1921,  only  5,036,000  were  living  in  1936.  And  in  1936  the  number 
under  15  years  was  only  4,483,000.  If  these  are  subject  to  the 
same  mortality  rate  as  their  mothers  there  will  be  only  4,430,000 
survivors  in  1951.  That  is  to  say  in  30  years  the  number  of 
potential  mothers  will  have  declined  by  rather  more  than  three- 
quarters  of  a million.  This  is  the  vicious  circle.  The  decline  in 
the  number  of  women  under  30  years  of  age  means  a fall  in  the 
number  of  births  and  the  fall  in  births  results  in  a further  decline  in 
the  number  of  women  in  the  succeeding  generation. 


Here  then,  is  the  situation  at  which  the  country  will  arrive  if 
present  trends  are  not  reversed.  In  the  lifetime  of  the  grandchildren 
of  the  children  of  to-day,  the  population  of  the  country  will  be 
halved. 

Beyond  question  the  size  of  the  family  depends  to  a large 
extent  upon  the  deliberate  choice  of  the  parents  and  considerations 
of  economics  dominate  their  choice.  Subsidiary  factors  are  attri- 
buted to  medical  and  social  reasons  and  even  to  certain  changes  in 
ecclesiastical  affairs  initiated  by  Henry  VIII.  There  is  at  present 
a Royal  Commission  busily  engaged  in  probing  these  problems. 

When  local  statistics  are  examined  one  is  faced,  at  the  present 
time,  by  a series  of  crude  figures,  bald  numbers  of  births  and  deaths 
which  fail  completely  to  give  information  by  which  one  can  com- 
pare local  conditions  with  those  of  other  areas.  It  is  conceivable 
that  two  districts  might  have  similar  populations  as  regards  size, 
similar  birth  rates  and  death  rates  and  yet  these  figures  would  give 
little  clue  as  to  their  actual  condition  ; for  one  district  might  have 
a large  section  of  its  population  at  the  older  ages,  which  would 
necessarily  mean  a larger  population  at  risk  of  death.  Pre-war 
this  difficulty  was  met  by  the  use  of  what  was  termed  a compara- 
bility factor  supplied  by  the  Registrar-General,  whereby  the 
statistics  could  be  compared  with  those  of  a standard  million  of  the 
population. 

Modern  Hygiene  has  established  the  fact  that  most  of  our 
cities,  not  least  those  big  ones  built  mainly  during  the  last  fifty 
years,  are  biologically  speaking  life-inimical  or  life-destructive 
environments.  When  their  crude  rates  for  death  and  disease  are 
subjected  to  critical  analysis  and  correction  for  age-distribution, 
statistics  prove  that  almost  every  stage  in  life,  the  rural  area  with 
poor  medical  facilities  and  a crude  system  of  sanitation  is  never- 
the-less  decisively  superior  as  an  environment  of  life  to  the  urban 
area,  though  the  latter  be  equipped  with  all  the  latest  services  in 
medicine  and  sanitation.”  ....  “ The  highest  expectations  of 
life  go  with  a country  environment  and  the  less  industrialised 
occupations.” 


Infantile  Mortality. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  of  a district,  i.e.,  the  number  of 
infants  dying  before  attaining  the  age  of  one  year,  expressed  as  a 
rate  per  1,000  children  born,  has  always  been  regarded  as  an  index 
of  the  health  of  a community. 


A large  amount  of  work  has  been  clone  within  recent  times  to 
determine  the  factors  concerned  in  this  death  rate.  Social  class 
distribution  of  deaths  and  inequality  from  month  to  month  as  well 
as  the  effect  of  disease,  have  been  closely  scrutinised,  and  Titmuss 
gives  a summary  of  the  statistical  conclusions  which  show  that 
despite  a considerable  fail  in  the  absolute  rates,  the  range  of  in- 
equality for  total  mortality  is  as  great,  if  not  greater,  than  in  1911. 
Apparently  the  number  of  deaths  from  premature  birth,  congenital 
malformation,  injury  at  birth,  congenital  debility,  are  similar  in 
number  for  all  income  groups  and  80%  of  the  deaths  of  infants  in 
the  first  month  takes  place  from  these  causes. 

Measles,  whooping  cough,  diarrhoea  and  enteritis,  tubercu- 
lous disease,  bronchitis  and  pneumonia  and  other  infectious  and 
parasitic  diseases  account  for  86%  of  the  total  infant  mortality  ; 
91%  of  the  deaths  under  these  headings  occurred  from  one  to 
twelve  months  and  they  accounted  for  64%  of  all  deaths  occurring 
in  the  same  period. 

The  deaths  in  the  first  group  are  due  mainly  to  causes  that 
have  nothing  to  do  with  environment  after  birth,  while  in  the 
second  group  they  are  due  to  environmental  factors. 

In  the  first  month  of  life  there  is  little  significant  difference 
between  the  mortality  in  the  highly  paid  and  the  unskilled  classes. 
But  after  the  first  month  the  death  rate  of  the  poor  exceeds  that  of 
the  rich  progressively  until  in  the  last  six  months  of  the  child’s 
first  year  of  life  the  excess  is  439%.

Climatic  influences  are  sometimes  quoted  as  factors  in  the 
production  of  a large  figure  for  infantile  mortality.  The  Infantile 
Death  Rate  from  bronchitis  and  pneumonia  in  unskilled  workers 
in  Durham  and  Northumberland  exceeds  that  of  the  better  paid 
section  for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales  by  953%.  The  general 
opinion  is  that  the  differences  in  average  mortality  between  the 
different  parts  of  Great  Britain  have  nothing  to  do  with  climate. 


Holland  with  its  higher  population  density,  damp  and  misty 
climate  has  an  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  of  3d. 


Isolation  Hospitals. 

We  next  enquire,  but  softly  and  by  stealth,

Changes  in  the  formerly  accepted  theories  of  infection  have  led 
to  a revision  of  the  functions  of  these  hospitals.  Formerly  an  iso- 
lation hospital  was  merely  a place  in  which  infected  persons  might 
be  segregated  so  as  to  minimise  the  number  of  foci  of  infection. 
To-day  it  is  recognised  that  for  every  person  showing  the  ordinary 
symptoms  of  Scarlet  Fever  in  epidemic  times,  there  are  scores  of 
persons  with  unrecognisable  latent  infection  and  this  plays  its  part 
in  the  reduction  of  the  susceptibility  of  a large  part  of  the  popu- 
lation. 

Popular  clamour  for  an  increased  number  of  beds  in  an  isola- 
tion hospital,  when  there  is  an  epidemic,  shows  a failure  on  the 
part  of  the  public  health  service  to  inculcate  modern  opinions  in 
the  minds  of  the  members  of  local  authorities.  There  is  no  possi- 
bility of  providing  a bed  for  every  infected  case  even  if  this  be 
limited  to  patients  with  the  usual  symptoms. 

Locally,  expenditure  upon  more  beds  would,  in  my  opinion, 
be  a wasteful  extravagance  without  any  commensurate  gain. 
Wards  of  the  existing  type  with  a long  series  of  beds  should  be 
abolished  as  soon  as  practicable  and  replaced  by  a cubicle  system. 
The  publication  by  the  Medical  Research  Council  of  observations 
on  cross-infection  in  hospitals  proves  conclusively  that  the  patients 
in  old  fashioned  wards  run  a very  considerable  risk  of  acquiring 
infections  of  a type  more  destructive  than  those  for  which  they 
sought  admission  to  the  hospital.  Middle  ear  infections,  kidney  and 
glandular  troubles  pass  from  patient  to  patient  in  these  wards.  It 
is  now  widely  recognised  that  the  longer  the  stay  of  the  patient  in 
hospital  the  greater  is  the  risk  of  the  acquisition  of  these  secondary 
infections. 

Only  on  the  occurrence  of  need  for  special  treatment,  or  some 
special  home  risk,  should  the  present-day  type  of  Scarlet  Fever 
need  hospital  treatment. 
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The  lessened  need  for  beds  is  further  indicated  by  the  dimin- 
ished demand  consequent  upon  the  more  intensive  and  better 
organised  immunisation  campaign  against  diphtheria.  Diphtheria 
cases  must  still  be  treated  in  hospital  but  if  British  experience 
prove  similar  to  American  the  need  will  disappear  with  an  increased 
application  of  immunisation. 


Housing. 

A worse  situation  exists  in  the  country  to-day  than  at  the  end 
of  the  last  war.  In  1939  at  the  beginning  of  the  war,  authorities 
considered  that  at  least  one  million  houses  were  required  to  provide 
decent  homes  for  those  dwelling  under  unsatisfactory  conditions. 
The  standard  of  what  constituted  a decent  habitation  was  by  no 
means  a fixed  one  and  a Medical  Officer  was  sometimes  placed  in 
an  ambiguous  position  by  Ministry  of  Health  Non-Medical  Inspec- 
tors passing  houses  as  habitable  which  in  his  opinion  fell  far  short 
of  what  was  regarded  as  a ht  house  by  other  Inspectors. 

Perforce,  the  situation  now,  is  the  acceptance  for  the  time  being 
of  any  kind  of  a hovel  as  preferable  to  none  at  all,  and  there  can 
be  no  destruction  of  condemned  houses  until  they  are  replaced  by 
new  ones. 

Savage  mutterings  on  the  part  of  returned  service  men  show 
what  may  be  the  outcome  of  prolonged  discussions  supplanting 
active  constructional  work.  The  time  for  discussion  of  the  aesthe- 
tical  points  of  building  has  long  gone  by  and  the  demand  now  is 
for  suppression  of  debate,  and  correspondence  and  a translation 
into  active  and  rapid  construction. 

The  time  is  scarcely  opportune,  when  the  city  hall  is  ablaze, 
to  embark  on  discussion  as  to  whether  the  fire  engine  shall  be 
painted  red  or  blue.

Ambulance  Facilities.

Day  and  night  accident  and  sick  removal  service  is  maintained. 

This  Service  came  under  the  control  of  the  Health  Committee 
on  the  inauguration  of  the  National  Fire  Service.  It  was  previously 
operated  in  conjunction  with  the  Fire  Brigade.  Difficulties  have 
arisen  in  respect  of  the  vehicles,  owing  to  the  fact  that  two  trans- 
ferred ambulances  were  very  old.  Servicing  and  replacement  of 
worn  parts  to  both  vehicles  became  impossible  and  they  were 
discarded  owing  to  unreliability.  Efforts  to  secure  replacements 
indicated  that  only  one  type  of  vehicle  was  available,  and  this  was 
unsuitable  for  local  needs.  A Civil  Defence  Ambulance,  presented 
to  the  Council  by  the  Hoylake  Womens’  Motor  Transport,  was 
adapted  for  use  as  a temporary  expedient.  The  provision  of  a new 
vehicle  as  soon  as  manufacturers  are  in  a position  to  meet  require- 
ments is  essential  to  the  maintenance  of  an  efficient  district  ambu- 
lance service.

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

Extensions  of  the  sewerage  system  have  now  overtaken 
deficiencies  in  the  areas  added  under  the  County  Review  Order, 
1938.  Main  sewerage  is  available  to  all  except  the  most  isolated 
dwellings.  The  extensive  building  development  in  the  area,  whilst 
enhancing  rateable  value,  has  a debit  side.  Expenditure  on  re- 
sewering in  Hoylake  and  West  Kirby  will  have  to  be  incurred.  This 
work  must  rank  for  high  priority  in  the  post-war  years.  Whilst 
the  sewers  designed  two  generations  ago  to  meet  the  needs  of  the 
two  townships  of  Hoylake  and  West  Kirby  were  adequate  and 
allowed  a margin  for  growth,  the  rate  of  development  has  been 
more  speedy  than  was  anticipated,  with  the  result  that  serious  over- 
flow from  the  sewers  occurs  during  heavy  rainfall,  giving  rise  to 
unhealthy  conditions  in  premises  situated  in  the  lower  lying  areas. 
Negotiations  to  undertake  a scheme  of  re-sewerage  to  the  districts 
served  by  the  Lang  Sewer  had  reached  an  advanced  stage  in  1939 
but  had  to  be  abandoned  on  the  outbreak  of  war.  It  is  vital  that 
the  existing  conditions  be  rectified  and  the  work  for  future  exten- 
sion be  undertaken  as  soon  as  possible. 

Water  Supply. 

The  district  receives  its  supply  partly  from  the  Council’s  own 
Waterworks  and  partly  from  the  West  Cheshire  Water  Board’s 
supply.  The  sources  of  supply  are  deep  wells  at  Grange  and 
Newton  in  the  former  case,  and  from  Hooton,  Prenton  and 
Mouldsworth  in  the  latter.  In  both  cases  the  supplies  are  con- 
trolled by  quarterly  chemical  and  bacteriological  examinations. 
Samples  examined  during  the  year  have  been  satisfactory.  Both 
supplies  are  now  chlorinated.  Softening  of  the  Hoylake  supply 
was  discontinued  from  September,  1939.  Softening  of  the  West 
Cheshire  Water  Supply  is  carried  out  to  the  extent  indicated  below.

Minor  cases  of  pollution  of  streams  were  dealt  with  as  they 
arose. 


The  inadequacy  of  the  natural  drainage  to  the  low-lying  Carr 
Fields,  mainly  provided  by  the  River  Birkett,  has  again  resulted  in 
large  sections  of  land  becoming  inundated  by  floods  during  the 
winter  months.  Serious  loss  to  agriculture  and  high  sub-soil  water 
level  in  the  contiguous  built-up  areas  results.  This  long-standing 
problem  should  be  solved  by  the  appropriate  Land  Drainage 
Authority. 

Closet  Accommodation. 

62  dwellings,  including  20  temporary  structures,  are  provided 
with  closets  other  than  water  closets. 

3 Conversions  of  privies  to  water  closets  were  carried  out. 


Public  Cleansing. 

Collection  is  carried  out  under  the  Pagefield  System.  Disposal, 
after  salvage,  takes  place  partly  by  pulverisaton  and  partly  by 
tipping.  It  has  been  decided  by  the  Council  to  discontinue  the 
present  system  of  collection  and  to  utilise  light  freighters.  The 
disposal  by  controlled  tipping  is  carried  out  with  less  nuisance  and 
complaint  by  the  public  than  by  the  pulverising  plant,  where 
nuisance  arises  from  dust  and  flies  to  the  occupants  of  Council 
Houses  in  the  vicinity  of  the  works.  Adoption  of  controlled  tipping 
is  now  suggested  for  the  whole  district. 

Shops  Act. 

27  Premises  were  inspected  during  the  year.  The  7 Informal 
Notices  served  were  all  complied  with.  Statutory  requirements 
in  respect  of  shop  hours,  provision  of  seats  and  washing  facilities 
are  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Cheshire  County  Council  and  are 
operated  by  the  County  Weights  and  Measures  Department. 

Camping. 

Camping  was  again  on  a much  reduced  scale  and  despite  the 
absence  of  powers  of  control  indicated  in  previous  reports,  satis- 
factory conditions  were  maintained.  In  view  of  the  activity  of  the 
Government  in  connection  with  control  over  amenities  and  develop- 
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merit  of  land  in  the  post-war  period,  the  Council  decided  the  time 
was  opportune  for  the  re-opening  of  negotiations  to  secure  adequate 
powers  for  control  of  Camping.  The  Byelaws  to  control  camping, 
originally  made  under  the  Hoylake  Urban  Disrtict  Council  Act, 
1935,  have  been  recognised  as  operative  for  a further  period  of 
live  years. 

Schools. 

Systematic  visits  are  made  to  ensure  that  sanitary  conditions 
prevail  at  schools.  Sanitary  conveniences,  washing  facilities,  etc., 
are  somewhat  primitive  in  certain  cases.  It  is  anticipated  that  the 
powers  provided  by  the  Education  Act,  1944,  will  supply  the 
medium  for  securing  improvements. 

The  school  meals  have  been  adequate  and  appetising. 

Smoke  Abatement. 

There  has  been  nuisance  from  excessive  emission  of  smoke 
from  factory  chimneys  which  has  been  due,  to  some  extent,  to  the 
shortage  of  suitable  labour,  poorer  fuel  and  other  war  time 
difficulties.  A more  modern  boiler  is  in  course  of  erection  in  one 
factory  and  it  should  result  in  a great  improvement  in  the  area 
concerned. 


Swimming  Baths. 

There  are  two  opemair  public  Baths  in  the  district,  Hoylake 
Baths  and  West  Kirby  Marine  Lake. 

Filtration  and  Chlorination  plant  are  installed  at  the  former. 
The  Chlorination  plant  was  found  to  be  defective  at  the  commence- 
ment of  the  season  and  was  replaced  by  a modern  installation. 
Routine  Chlorotex  tests  are  carried  out  in  addition  to  chemical  and 
bacteriological  examination. 

An  alga,  named  by  the  Professor  of  Botany,  Liverpool 
University,  Enteromorpha,  with  long  tendril-like  growths,  proved 
a nuisance  to  bathers  and  has  been  temporarily  suppressed  by  the 
use  of  Chlorine.

Disinfection. 

W here  cases  of  infectious  disease  are  admitted  to  the  Wirral 
Joint  Hospital,  bedding  is  disinfected  at  the  hospital.  Otherwise, 
the  work  is  carried  out  at  the  Bebington  Corporation  Disinfecting 
Station. 
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Meat  Inspection. 

Home  killed  meat  sold  in  this  district  now  comes  from  an 
abattoir  operated  by  the  Ministry  of  Food  at  Bebington.  Inspection 
is  carried  out  by  that  Authority.  The  Council  makes  a contribution 
to  the  salary  of  the  Inspector. 

Meat  examined  at  butchers’  shops  in  the  district  found  to  be 
unfit  for  human  consumption  was  returned  to  the  Bebington 
Ministry  of  Food  abattoir  for  bulk  condemnation  and  salvage. 

Two  premises  were  licensed  as  slaughter  houses,  subject  to  the 
work  of  improvement  being  carried  out  when  slaughtering  becomes 
decentralised.  Seven  slaughtermens'  licenses  were  issued. 


Milk  Supply. 

There  are  29  cowkcepers  on  the  register,  19  being  wholesale 
purveyors  and  10  retail  purveyors  of  milk.  Tuberculin  Tested 
Milk  is  produced  at  the  farm.  15  producers  hold  Accredited 
Licenses. 

With  two  exceptions,  milk  from  local  farms  is  retailed  in  the 
district.  In  addition,  supplies  are  sent  from  29  external  farms  and 
8 pasteurising  plants. 

Improvements  effected  at  local  farms  during  the  year  com- 
prised reconstructions  of  one  shippon  and  installation  of  1 milking 
machine. 

90  samples  were  submitted  to  the  laboratories  for  biological 
examination  for  tubercle  bacilli.  8 were  reported  positive  and  the 
necessary  steps  were  taken  to  eliminate  the  offending  animals. 

Where  failure  to  comply  with  standards  occurred,  visits  to  the 
farm  premises  were  made  and  improvement  secured  despite  the 
many  adverse  factors  which  operate  under  current  conditions 
against  clean  milk  production. 

There  are  24  dairymen  and  retail  purveyors  of  milk.  Desig- 
nated milk  licenses  were  issued  to  them  as  follows  : —

Food  Premises. 

Considerable  time  has  been  taken  up  by  calls  on  the  Inspector 
to  issue  surrender  notes  in  respect  of  unsound  food  so  that  replace- 
ment of  supplies  and  points  may  be  made  from  the  Food  Control 
Authorities.  The  number  of  visits  made  for  this  purpose,  and 
regarding  sanitary  condition  of  premises,  was  197. 


Housing. 

19  Houses  were  inspected  under  the  Housing  Act,  1986,  and 
defects  were  repaired  as  a result  of  informal  action.  Recourse  was 
had  mainly  to  powers  under  the  Public  Health  Act  to  remedy 
defects. 

Licenses  for  the  occupation  of  four  dwellings,  which  were  the 
subject  of  demolition  or  closing  orders,  are  in  operation,  permitting 
their  occupation  as  a war  time  expedient  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  Article  68A  of  the  Defence  Regulations,  1939. 

The  district,  in  common  with  others,  has  experienced  an  acute 
shortage  of  housing  accommodation.  In  January,  the  Council 
decided  to  erect  fifty  houses  on  Council  land  at  the  foot  of  Black- 
horse  Hill  during  the  first  post-war  year.  In  May,  the  Council 
became  members  of  a group  scheme  for  the  advance  preparation 
of  housing  sites  in  Wirral.  In  addition,  they  decided  to  acquire 
an  adjoining  area  of  land  to  allow  of  expansion  in  their  house 
building  programme  in  this  particular  area.  An  application  was 
made  for  100  pre-fabricated  houses.  60  have  been  allocated  to  the 
district.  Additions  to  the  original  figure  of  50  permanent  houses 
have  been  made  from  time  to  time.  Despite  the  severe 
limitations  on  building  activity  imposed  by  war  conditions,  private 
enterprise  has  not  been  inactive.  During  the  years  1939/44,  53 
houses  have  been  converted  to  provide  116  flats. 

One  result  of  the  shortage  of  labour  has  been  the  accumulation 
of  arrears  of  building  repair  and  maintenance.  In  January,  the 
Ministry  of  Health  inaugurated  a scheme  whereby  ^Certificates  of 
Essentiality  were  issued  by  Local  Authorities  in  respect  of  works 
costing  over  £100  where  the  work  was  required  on  account  of  public 
health  needs  or  to  prevent  grave  deterioration  of  property. 

144  Certificates  were  issued  during  the  year,  the  total  value  of 
works  being  £4,114. 

In  addition,  42  Certificates  were  issued  to  the  Ministry  of 
Supply  in  respect  of  the  need  for  controlled  materials  for  urgent 
house  repairs.

Every  house  except  one  has  a piped  supply  from  the  public 
mains.  A large  private  school  has  its  own  borehole. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  Council  have  employed  a firm  of  Engineers  to  advise  them 
on  the  condition  and  necessary  rectification  of  their  sewage  disposal 
works  at  Neston,  Ness  and  Willaston.  Reports  have  been  received 


from  this  firm  and  further  information  on  the  inclusion  of  Settle- 
ments which  have  gradually  grown  up  on  the  margins  of  the  district 
is  awaited.  These  detached  groups  of  houses  drain  at  present  to  283 
cesspools  and  so-called  septic  tanks.  Gross  pollution  of  ditches 
and  watercourses  inevitably  occurs  and  can  only  be  corrected  by 
the  installation  of  sewers. 

At  Willaston  the  pollution  .of  a stream  by  the  effluent  from  an 
obsolete  sewage  works  was  the  subject  of  a special  report  which 
is  subjoined.

Willaston  Sewage  Works. 

This  report  is  presented  at  the  instance  of  the  Neston  Urban 
District  Council. 

The  works  are1  situated,  in  an  excavation  in  a field  about  a|  quarter 
of  a mile  from  the  nearest  houses  which  drain  into  them.  They  were 
constructed  as  disposal  works  for  the  occupants  of  about  100  houses 
which  in  the  majority  of  instances  had  midden  privies  and  were  with- 
out water  carriage  sanitary  appliances.  It  was  found  as1  soon  as  baths 
and  water  closets  were  installed  that  the  works  were  ineffective.  The 
filtering  material  is  graded  coke  and  apertures  in  galvanised  iron  sheets 
formed  the  distributors.  At  frequent  intervals  in  monthly  reports  to 
the  Rural  District  Sanitary  Authority  attention  was  directed  to  the  in- 
effectiveness of  the  arrangements.  Modifications  in  the  direction  of 
the  filtration,  and  washing  and  renewal  of  the  media  were  tried  with 
very  indifferent  degrees  of  improvement. 

Later,  after  these  works  passed  in  1933  to  Neston,  attempts  were 
made  by  alumina  ferric  precipitation  to  obtain  a satisfactory  effluent 
and  these  expedients  proved  abortive.  The  effluent  is  discharged  to 
what  at  one  time  was  a brook  running;  from  ponds  to  ant  artificial  lake 
named  Raby  Mere  inj  Bebington  Borough  and  a favourite  recreation 
place  for  boating.  In  its  entire  extefit  of  some  two  and  a half  miles 
it  passes  sluggishly  through  clay  lands. 

As  time  has  gone  on  the  brook  has  been  reduced  to  a gutter 
with  sewage  coated  banks  by  deposit  from  the  works.  Probably  the 
stream  was  always  inadequate  for  the  reception  even  of  a very  dilute 
effluent,  because  as  in  most  of  these  streams  there  is  no  flow  in 
Summer  and  even  in  times  of  heavy  rainfall  the  volume  of  water  is 
not  great  enough  for  the  purpose  of  adequate  dilution. 

From  the  description  given  the  offensiveness  of  the  gutter  may 
be  inferred,  and  as  it  passes  two  cottages  there  is  a persistent  nuisance 
to  the  occupants.  Passing  grazing  lands  with  free  access  for  cattle  it 
is  readily  seen  that  this  gutter  is  a potential  cause  of  trouble. 

Formerly  the  owner  of  the  Cottages,  at)  the  instance;  of  the  tenants, 
directed  the  attention  of  the  Rural  Council  to  the  nuisance.  Despite 
the  constantly  increasing  aggravation  of  the  condition,  complaints  have 
not  beer.'  made  except  by  tile  Borough  of  Bebington. 

A factor  of  importance  is  that  in  1941  fifty  houses  were  erected 
for  the  Ministry  of  Works  and  these  drain  to  the  disposal  works 
making  about  180  houses,  all  of  which  have  water  closets  and  baths 
pouring  their  sewage  to  an  apparatus  which  was  ineffective  for  half  the 
number.  No  evidence  beyond  the  sense  of  smell  is  required  for  a 
judgment  on  the  state  of  affairs  but  the  chemical  analyses  in  1935  and 
and  in  1944  substantiate  the  offensiveitess  of  the  arrangements ; — 

Effluent  in  1935 — Dissolved  oxygen  absorbed  9.5  pts.  per  100,000 

Effluent  in  1944 — Dissolved  oxygen  absorbed  15.0  pts.  per  100,000 


The  Liverpool  City  Analyst  reports  “ The  sample  had  a ffoul 
odour  of  sewage.  It  consisted  of  crude  sewage  of  medium  stiength 
and  appears  to  be  crude  sewage  firoml  which  the  settleable  solids  have 
been  largely  removed.  It  is  quite  unfit  to  be  discharged  into  anv 
stream.” 

It  is  a not  vpifair  comment  that  these  works  are  simply  an 
obstruction  on  the  flow  of  sewage. 

Under  S 259  Public)  Health  Act,  193G,  thisi  gutter  is  in  a condition' 
which  constitutes  a Statutory  Nuisance. 

S 31  of  the  same  Act  makes  it  incumbent  on  the  Local  Authority 
to  discharge  their  function  in  relation  to  sewage:  disposal  so  as  not  to 
create  a nuisance. 

S 30  requires  purification  of  sewage  before  discharge  into,  (among 
other  waters)  ponds  or  lakes. 

The  Engineers  of  the  Council  have  reported  ‘‘The  works  air e 
obsolete  in  design  and  by  reason  of  the  confined  site  and  limitations 
in  available  fall  cannot  be  redesigned  or  enlarged.”

Schools. 

All  the  elementary  schools  in  the  area  are  supplied  from  the 
public  water  supply.  All  have  water  closets. 

A centre  for  meals  for  school  children  at  Little  Neston  was 
formed  andi  remains  unsatisfactory  despite  informal  and  formal 
protests  to  the  Education  Authority.  Replies  to  the  protests  were 
invariably  admission  of  the  defects  complained  of,  and  promises  of 
immediate  rectification. 

The  Centre  is  over  a quarter  of  a mile  from  the  School,  a 
distance  outside  the  limit  of  comfort  for  small  children  who  have 
to  return  to  their  classes  within  the  short  time  set  out  for  a meal. 
The  room  was  too  small  for  one  sitting,  so  that  a relay  was  needed. 
No  provision  of  any  kind  was  available  for  drying  the  clothes  of 
the  children  on  wet  days  or  for  shelter  while  waiting  to  be  served. 

Ventilation  of  the  room  was  inadequate  so  that  the  atmosphere 
during  and  after  meals  was  extremely  foul.  Sanitary  accommo- 
dation was  a privy  midden,  the  use  of  which  was  latterly  prohibited 
so  that  children  and  helpers  were  left  without  sanitary  provision 
of  any  description.  The  walls  and  ceiling  were  dirty.  It  is  left  to 
the  departments  concerned  to  express  their  own  opinions  on  the 
persistence  of  conditions  in  1944  incredible  outside  the  pages  of 
Dickens. 


Housing. 

No  inspections  were  made  under  the  Housing  Act.  The  con- 
centration of  activity  in  other  directions  necessarily  curtailed  any 
intensive  work  and  reliance  was  made  mainly  upon  the  Public 
Health  Act  for  the  remedying  of  defects  brought  to  notice. 

The  demand  for  houses  is  large,  and  clamant  for  satisfaction. 
This  report  written  in  July,  1945,  can  record  the  acquisition  by 
compulsory  purchase  of  land  for  the  erection  of  150  houses.  25 
prefabricated  houses  have  been  offered  to  and  accepted  by  the 
Council.  Judging  from  local  information,  which  is  of  necessity 
vague,  these  two  figures  fall  far  short  of  the  requirements  for 
persons  without  dwellings  and  make  no  provision  for  the  replace- 
ment of  at  least  80  unsatisfactory  habitations.  Three  cottages,  the 
subject  of  clearance  orders  in  1934,  have  not  been  demolished  and 
have  been  re-occupied.  Annual  Reports  for  years  as  far  back  as 
1921  animadverted  upon  the  need  for  houses  in  Neston  Urban 
District  and  although  some  degree  of  amelioration  of  the  situation 
was  obtained,  the  state  of  affairs  is  now  aggravated.

Rats  and  Mice  (Destruction)  Act,  1919. 

Infestation  Order,  1943. 

During  the  year  the  Council  became  the  agent  of  the  Cheshire 
County  Council  responsible  for  the  operation  of  the  Rats  and  Mice 
(Destruction)  Act,  1919,  so  far  as  premises  other  than  those  used 
for  agricultural  purposes  are  concerned. 

A wholetime  ratcatcher  was  appointed  and  an  intensive  survey 
of  the  rodent  population  of  the  area  was  carried  out.  The  result 
of  the  investigation  shewred  that  there  were  95  infestations  all  of 
a minor  character  and  these  were  successfully  dealt  with  either  by 
the  occupiers  themselves  or  by  the  ratcatcher.  33  occupiers  availed 
themselves  of  the  services  of  the  Council’s  rodent  operative. 

In  1943  a firm  of  pest  destroyers  was  employed  to  deal  with 
the  infestation  at  the  refuse  tip  but  the  result  of  their  work  was 
disappointing  in  the  extreme.  Their  contract  was  not  renewed  and 
the  work  was  undertaken  by  the  Council’s  own  staff  with  the 
result  that  a major  infestation  has  been  reduced  to  practically 
negligible  proportions.  The  number  of  rats  estimated  to  have  been 
destroyed  is  1955. 
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SCABIES. 

44  cases  of  Scabies  were  treated  at  the  Out-Patients’  Depart- 
ment of  the  Cottage  Hospital.  There  appeared  a greater  readiness 
on  the  part  of  sufferers  and  contacts  to  accept  the  treament  avail- 
able, and  the  ascertainment  of  a majority  of  the  cases  was  by 
patients  presenting  themselves  voluntarily  for  treatment.

DIPHTHERIA  PROPHYLAXIS. 

The  Council’s  scheme  for  free  diphtheria  immunisation  made 
satisfactory  progress  though  the  response  of  parents  of  children 
under  five  years  of  age  has  been  rather  disappointing.  Details  of 
the  children  who  have  been  treated  at  the  Council’s  clinics  are 
given  below. 

On  each  child’s  first  birthday  a birthday  greetings  card  is 
sent  together  with  a reply  paid  postcard  which  the  parent  is  asked 
to  complete  and  return  if  free  immunisation  is  desired.  This  method 
of  approach  has  proved  of  value  but  as  the  Department  does  not 
receive  notifications  under  S.203  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936, 
the  ascertainment  of  the  names  and  addresses  of  the  children  is 
a matter  of  some  difficulty.

Hospitals,  Public  and  Voluntary  : 

There  has  been  no  change  in  these  facilities  during  the  year. 
Mortuary  facilities  are  unsatisfactorv  and  should  be  remedied  by 
the  construction  of  a modern  building  and  appliances. 

Legislation  in  Force  : 

No  new  Acts  or  Bye-Laws  have  been  adopted  during  the  year. 

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

Water. 

The  District  is  supplied  by  the  West  Cheshire  Water  Board, 
whose  supplies  are  controlled  by  frequent  chemical  and  bacterio- 
logical examinations.  Complaints  were  received  from  parts  of  the' 
District  that  the  water  delivered  was  discoloured.  The  colour  was 
due  to  oxide  of  iron.  This,  although  unpleasant,  is  harmless. 
Hardness  was  also  the  subject  of  complaint. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

Parts  of  Heswall,  Irbv,  Pensby  and  Thurstaston  are  sewered 
lo  the  North  Wirral  Outfall  ; parts  of  Heswall,  Irby,  Pensby  and 
Barnston  to  the  Fender  Valley  Sewer  ; Gayton  and  parts  of 
Heswall  to  the  Dee. 

As  a result  of  the  rapid  growth  of  the  District,  the  Sewerage 
arrangements  are  inadequate.  A scheme  to  remedy  this  inadequacy 
is  in  abeyance  until  the  end  of  hostilities.  Heavy  rainfall  results 
m flooding  which  can  only  be  obviated  by  the  construction  of 
larger  sewers. 

Rivers  and  Streams. 

Failure  of  Septic  tanks  to  act  effectively  results  in  the  pollu- 
tion of  watercourses. 


Closet  Accommodation. 

There  aie  no  privy  middens  in  the  District.  The  following

Open  Spaces. 

The  District  has  some  225.5  acres  of  public  open  space. 

Public  Cleansing. 

Refuse  Collection. 

During  the  year  under  review  domestic  refuse  was  collected 
at  fortnightly  intervals  and  there  was  a weekly  collection  of  trade 
refuse. 

In  spite  of  a further  reduction  in  the  number  of  employees  and 
increasing  difficulty  of  maintaining  the  mechanical  efficiency  of 
vehicles,  the  service  worked  smoothly  and  very  few  complaints 
were  received. 

Constant  supervision  is  very  necessary  and  as  a result  of  the 
checking  and  timing  system  in  operation  it  has  been  possible  to 
reduce  the  cost  of  the  service  to  a figure  which  compares  very 
favourably  with  that  for  neighbouring  Districts. 

Refuse  Disposal. 

All  of  the  refuse  was  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  in  the 
pit  at  the  rear  of  the  Glegg  Arms  Hotel. 

Approximately  3,000  tons  of  refuse  are  being  disposed  of  each 
year  and  at  this  rate  the  present  tip  has  a life  of  one  year. 

Salvage  Operations. 

There  was  a continued  reduction  in  ‘the  weight  of  materials 
salvaged.  The  most  serious  decrease  was  in  the  quantity  of  waste 
paper. 

The  efforts  of  the  voluntary  workers  were  well  maintained  and 
after  five  years  of  war  their  enthusiasm  continues  undiminished.

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. 

It  lias  been  necessary  to  deal  with  four  houses  which  were 
infested  with  bugs.  By  the  application  of  a suitable  insecticide  the 
trouble  was  eliminated.  No  complaints  were  received  after  treat- 
ment. 


Schools. 

All  the  elementary  schools  have  main  water  supply  and  are 
provided  with  lavatory  basins  and  satisfactory  sanitary  conven- 
iences. Good  equipment  is  provided  but  is  not  always  used  to  the 
greatest  advantage. 

There  are  10  private  schools  in  the  District.  The  supervision 
of  this  type  of  school  would  be  greatly  facilitated  if  legislation 
provided  for  a system  of  licensing  for  the  type  of  building,  sanitary 
arrangements  and  the  maximum  number  of  pupils  to  be  admitted. 


Housing. 

During  the  year  179  houses  were  inspected  for  defects  under 
the  Public  Health  or  Housing  Acts.  In  spite  of  the  limitations  of 
materials  and  labour,  all  serious  defects  were  remedied. 


Milk  Supply. 

Although  the  lack  of  an  Additional  Sanitary  Inspector  has 
caused  much  of  the  routine  work  of  the  Health  Department  to  be 
sacrificed,  the  supervision  of  milk  production  has  been  maintained. 

Milk  Sampling  is  done  regularly  and  systematically  and  it  is 
the  practice  to  sample  all  sources  of  supply  four  times  during  each 
year. 

The  admirable  liaison  between  this  and  neighbouring  District 
Councils  has  continued  and  any  adverse  reports  on  samples  of  milk 
have  received  immediate  and  satisfactory  attention. 


Inspection  of  Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

Frequent  inspections  are  made  of  all  premises  where  food  is 
prepared  for  sale.  On  20  occasions  articles  of  food  were  found  to 
be  unfit  for  human  consumption  and  voluntarily  surrendered. 

There  are  twelve  purveyors  of  meat  in  the  District  and  their 
premises  receive  numerous  visits. 

The  registered  slaughterhouse  has  been  closed  as  a result  of 
the  Ministry  of  Food’s  scheme  for  the  centralisation  of  slaughtering. 
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Adulteration,  etc. 

This  work  is  undertaken  by  the  Cheshire  County  Council.
